Associates report on economic development of Mass Ave. 

• Starta program to display local artists! work in empty storefronts (following model established in Pittsfield 
and later in Boston) 

• Revive the outdoor Art Show on the grounds of Town Hall 

• Other public art opportunities 

• Form-based zoning 

• Create vision/mission statement for TED Committee
